WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 
WATER IN THE CELLAR 


In the summer of 1911 the father of the pub- 
lisher of this paper built a home for himself 


on Glen Road. It can be recognized today, a 
cement block house, not too far from Silver 
Lake. 


As the foundation stones were about to be 
laid the Tow Clerk of Wilmington, old Jim Kel- 
ley, came along in his buggy. Jim got out, went 
down into that cellar hole, looked around and 
said "Raise it up a foot". 

Mr. Neilson was an experienced contractor. 
He had established the grade of the cellar 
floor several feet above the level of the near- 
by broak, and thought he was safe. 

But he thought things over, and 
level six inches, just to be safe. 

Next spring there was six inches of water in 
that cellar. 

Mr. Kelley, an old time resident of Wilming- 
ton, knew that the water from Silver Lake came 
through in the spring floods, and Mr. Neilson 
didn't, so that Mr. Neilson was later obliged 


raised the 


to "trench" around the cellar, to get rid of 
that water. 
There is a moral to that story. Otherwise we 


wouldn't have told it. 

Everytime a business man or landowner wants 
to have a rezoning, in addition to having to 
put up with the hazards put up, probably right- 
ly, by the Planning Board, he also has to put 
up with homeowners who bought, or built, homes 
"close to the ground", and then cannot see any- 
thing but the water in their cellars. 

That was what happened to Minot Anderson, 
last Saturday, in the Town Meeting. It was what 
happened to another proposal, a year or two ago 
in the sane general area, and what happened to 
Stevens Supermarket, up near Silver Lake. 

People with water in their cellars believe 
the only answer is to stop any nearby progress. 
Others must pay the penalty. 

One of the reasons, in fact the only reason 
for the high water table at the end of Westdale 
Avenue is that it is practically a swamp in the 
first place. The water level there is only 
about six inches above the water level of the 
Ipswich River. 

4nd the level of the Ipswich River, where 
the Westdale Ave water joins it, is now six 
inches above normal, all the year around, be- 
cause of an artificial dam built when Route 93 
was constructed, and never demolished. 

Our town hall has known of this for several 
years. Nothing has been done. It is our busi- 
ness men and our taxpayers who are paying the 
penalty.

They had a right to, 
and if it were to be done that way the town 
would probably save $15,000 (50 cents on the 
tax rate). They were told thwt it wouldn't be 


"expedient" if the road were to be finished in 
time for the opening of the school. 

In other words our planning (and we 
mean the Planning Board) wasn't done until 
very last moment. The school has been 
ing for about a year, but just before the an- 
nual town meeting is the time to think of these 
things - not when there is plenty of time to 
get things done rightly.

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THE WAY LORD NELSON DID IT 


A frequent complaint of the past few years 
is the lack of interest in our Town Meetings. 
Remedies of various sorts have been suggested. 

Town Meetings should stick to the business 
at hand, and not wander. Voters are not liable 
to attend, or to stay if they do attend, if 
self important people expound on every article. 

The democratic way is to let every person 
speak, but when an individual speaks on practi- 
cally every article the chances are that he 
doesn't have much to offer, and he certainly is 
abusing the privileges of democracy. 

Lord Nelson won the Battle of Copenhagen by 
putting his spyglass to his blind eye and then 
saying he couldn't see the signal he didn't 
want to obey. 

We are not suggesting that our Moderator put 
out an eye, for the convenience of our citizens 
but he might well develop a mote which could 
prevent his seeing a person after that person 
has spoken 15 or 20 times. 


OUR PREDICTION 


Our prediction of the $67.50 tax rate for 
1962 is simple. It is based on @ valuation of 
$29,000,000 for property owned in Wilmington
